The healing of a broken (frac 
tured) bone is largely a local 
affair which goes on independ 
ently of the general body condi- 
tion. The rapidity of the healing 
varies with the type of fracture, 
the age of the patient, and the 
presence or absence of complica 
tions. 

Immediately after a bone is 
broken, the tissues in the imme 
diate vicinity are in a state of
